Those cases are among the 
most difficult the p hysician can treat, 
for the sufferer, though he may wish 
fur relief, lacks the energy to find it. 
As a rule stoutness is connected with 
errors of diet—-errors of excess p erhap s 
oftener than p eop le are p rep ared to ad­ 
mit, but often to errors of kind.—Jour­ 
nal of Health.
